Her College Paper 

Marian Solury, daughter of Mr.

A n aristocrat in the plant 
family is the Camellia. It is 
only in the la.st few years 
that Camellias have been plenti¬ 
ful enough so that everyone could 
have them in their gardens. Years 
ago all the Camellias were im¬ 
ported from Japan. American nur- 
seryen thought that they did not 
have the patience to grow them 
and they depended upon the Japa¬ 
nese to produce them. But later 
the United States government 
stopped the shipments from Japan 
because of injurious insects that 
were coming in on the plants. 

Then Camellias became very 
scarce and high priced. Some of 
our enterprising nursery men 
promptly started to propagate 
them, so that today they are to 
be had at very reasonable prices. 

If you were to ask anyone to 
describe the Camellia blossom, 
they almost invariably say that 
they are like wax roses, and that 
is just about what they look like. 
Some are very double and every 
petal is perfectly formed. Others 
are semi-double or entirely single, 
with yellow stamens in the cen¬ 
ter. The bush, itself, is handsome 
with its glossy dark green foliage.
